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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art searched 
and found, including those cited in the accompanying Notice of References Cited (PTO-892), 
have not taught the combination of limitations found in the independent claims. More 
specifically, taking claim 1 as exemplary, the prior art searched and found have not taught, in 
combination with other limitations in the claim, the misprediction value comprising a value 
predicting whether said branch prediction is correct or incorrect; and generating a final 
prediction based on the branch prediction and the misprediction value, the final prediction 
comprising information indicating whether said branch prediction is to be taken or reversed for 
said branch request according to said misprediction value. Taking claim 24 as exemplary, the 
prior art searched and found, when taken in combination with other limitations in the claim and 
as stated by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences (BPAI) in the BPAI Decision on 14 
December 201 1, have not taught "a register that records misprediction history information (BPAI 
Decision page 4)."
